WASHINGTON, May 28.—@)— 
The treasury deficit today passed the 
£1,000,000,000 mark, with indications 
that it would be reduced but little, 
if any, by the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30. 

At the same time, high administra- 
tion officials expressed the opinion 
that the late summer might prove the 
turning point away from the depres- 
sion. It was pointed out that pre- 
vious depressions had turned the cor- 
ner at that time when agricultural 
crops were harvested. 

Indications grew, meanwhile, that 
the treasury would announce a long- 
term bond issue next month to raise 
money to meet the deficit. However, 
officials remained silent on any fi- 
nancing plans. 

Deficit $1,000,792,431. 

The treasury statement for May 26, 
made public today, showed a $1,000,- 
792,431 deficit resulting from collec- 
tions ef $2,792,571,898 and expendi- 
tures of $3,793,364,329 thus far in 
the fiscal year. 

While the treasury expects to col- 
| lect $300,000,000 or more in income 
|taxes and war debt interest on June 
|15 it also looks for total expenditures 
‘for the fiscal year to mount to 4$4,- 
430,000,000, or approximately $700,-

THE OPTION TO FIGHT. 

The decision of the supreme 
court at Washington in denying 
citizenship to two aliens who re- 
fused to take the oath of allegiance, 
unless with a reservation that they 
would not take up arms in support 
of the nation, is widely commented 
upon throughout the country. 

There are perfervid pacifists who 
condemn the decision, holding that

The marshal’s book is a mono- 
graph destined for the historian and 
the strategist. It is primarily writ- 
ten for use in the French war college 
and in the war schools of other coun- 
tries. He shows that on the eve of 
the battle which saw the _ greatest 
concentration of shrapnel, poison gas, 
high explosive and infantry masks at- 
tacks he himself and the French com- 
mand had no inkling of what was 
coming. 

The marshal admits that this was 
the most serious mistake that happen- 
‘ed during the war. And in this he is 
in entire agreement with the German 
crown prince, who repeatedly vaunt- 
ed the excellence of the German intel- 
ligence service for keeping the mat- 
ter from becoming known on the oth- 
er side, 

The strangest part of it is that 
the French entirely disregarded the 
reports of prisoners on the subject 
of a coming blow in the direction of 
Verdun. 

The difference with the crown 
prince’s point of view comes in the 
analysis of the battle. Once the Ger- 
mans had begun their attack they 
stuck to it. Reinforcements pour 
in with a regularity and a clockwork 
precision that gave the impression that 
the German high command was func- 
tioning like a machine. And in this 
point lay not only the German weak- 
ness but the strength of the French. 
Had the French opposed a machine- 


attacks they would have been out- 
maneuvered without a doubt, as Ger- 
man organization and _ preparation 
were admittedly superior. ° 

But the French plan of defense was 
pliant and flexible, quite in harmony 
with the national character. When 
the Germans thought a sector cowed, 
crushed and wiped out completely, the 
poilus suddenly surged forth out of 
their subterranean dugouts and forts 
and delivered a counter-attack that 
upset the German machine for several 
days. 

While the marshal tries to stick to 
a consideration of strategical points, 
charts, solutions, fascinating military 
problems and counter-problems, he 
cannot escape coming under the spell 
of the buman element of the battle. 
Time whd again he confesses that the 
violence of the attacks, the heaping 
wp of corpses against the Verdun 
forts, baffles description. But even 
more miraculous is the extreme cool- 
ness of the French troops. Any man 
who would have predicted anything 
of the kind before Verdun happened 
would have been laughed at in the 
war schools of Europe. 

One thing troubles the marshal in 
writing his book, He is wondering if 
history will judge him as a butcher 
who sacrified his men _ needlessly. 
While he sat back planning, tens of 
thousands paid with their lives. A 
terrible anguish overwhelmed him at 
times, he confesses.

But if -she is a 
wise teacher she will blink all that 
and yes-yes the big noises who thus 
adroitly shift the responsibility to the 
shoulders of the. teacher. 

I would suggest to the teacher in 
this predicament that she follow this 
olicy: Whenever a pupil seems to 
ave a running nose, a cough, much 
sneezing, or a stuffed-up nose or 
mouth breathing or anything like a 
sore throat or hoarseness, send the 
pupil to the principal for decision 
whether the condition warrants send- 
iag the child home. If there is no 
principal or if the principal is too 
foxy to be concerned in the business, 
then send the kid home, but do not 
venture any opinion about the diag- 
nosis, and alove all do not say the 
child has a “cold’ ’or even cri. Just 
send along to the parent-a note that 
the child has running nose, cough, 
hoarseness or whatever it is you have 
noticed, and let it go at that. 

If the school has even a pretense 
of medical inspection no teacher or 
nurse should ever take the responsi- 
bility of sending a pupil home with 
cri. That is strictly a duty of the 


medical inspector.

The results already achieved, he 
added, “afford convincing evidence of 
the basie soundness of the policy. The 
plan works, and the best of it is, once 
the farmers of the state arrive at a 
general appreciation of its advantages, 
they must be trusted to continue.” He 
said the task is still “far from com- 
pletion” but that even during the 
short time the plan has been in opera- 
tion, it has proven its soundness. 


He said Dr. J. Phil Campbell, of 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture, had sent out questionnaires to 
all county agents regarding support 
of the plan by bankers in their respec- 
tive counties and that replies have 
been received 
us that our efforts have been well 
worth while. 

“Ninety-one per cent of the agents 
reported that county agricultural pro- 
grams have been adopted by farmers 
in co-operation with bankers and oth- 
er business interests. Eighty-nine per 
cent reported that bankers have sup- 
ported the program this year by en- 
couraging their farmer customers to 
plan their operations as nearly as pos- 
sible in accordance with it. Kighty- 
two per cent stated that local bankers 
were very much in favor of directed 
credit. Ninety-one per cent reported 
an increase in acreage planted in 
summer hay crops, and finally all 
agents reported an increase in garden 
and other crops for home consump- 
tion,” 


M isk. 

Walter N. Harrison, ‘of Lavonia, 
chairman of the association's agricul- 
tural committee, another speaker at 
the opening session of the convention 
today. said, “The farmer who raises 


his own food and food for both his! 


family and live stock, diversifies his 
crops, is a good bank risk and it will 
not be long before he will be a lender 
instead of a borrower. 

“If Georgia is to be prosperous we 
bankers and businessmen must co- 
operate with the farmer more than we 
have done in speeding up a construc- 
tive agricultural program extending 
over at least a three to four-year pe- 
riod. It is foolish to consider a one- 
year farm program.” He advised 
against loans to a one-crop farmer. 
“If we are to have a permanent agri- 
cultural prosperity, the banker must 
take a leading part. We have a great 
obligation and a_great opportunity for 
service,” Mr. Harrison said. : 

President Graham also spoke on this 
theme. “The bankers by pursuing a 
sound policy of farmer financing have 
furnished the machinery to bring about 
sound farming,” he said. He quoted 
Dr. Campbell as saying that “no agri- 
cultural movement that I know of in 
Georgia has ever received as much 
impetus within a one-year period” 
as the bankers’ program for better 
farming. :

Maintenance of an average prison 
population of 701 at the state prison 
farm during 1930 cost the state $113 
per prisoner, according to the annual 
audit of the state prison commission 
and prison farm, filed with Gover- 
nor Hardman Thursday by State Au- 
ditor Tom Wisdom. 

Forty-five Confederate veterans, in 
the Séldiers’ home, cost the state ap- 
proximately $1,000 per capita, accord- 
ing to another report released by the 
auditor. 

The prison commission had receipts 
during 1930 of $104,354, of which the 
legislature <ppropriated $22,500 for 
1930 and $11,510 was carried over 
from the previous year. Expenditures 
were $102,516 and the cost of op- 
erating the farm amounted to $79,- 
234. Expenses of the commission were

Martin Considers Long, 
Honorable Career in 
Making Ruling. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 28.—(2)— 
John Dobbs, manager of the Atlanta 
Southern Association club, today 
drew a 30-day suspension as a penalty 
for his clash Monday night on the 
Atlanta ball field with Umpire Goes 
which culminated in a blow struck by 
the Atlanta pilot. 

President John D. Martin, in a 
statement accompanying his ruling, 
fixing the punishment at 30 days’ sus- 
pension said he considered the “long 
and honorable career” of Dobbs as a! 
“real. sportsman’ and the stress under 
which he was at the time of the hap- 
pening merited leniency, but gave no- 
tice that this decision is not to he con- 
strued as a precedent in umpire as- 
sault cases. 


REGRETS TROUBLE. 


Mr. Martin announced his findings 
after an interview. with Dobbs in 
league headquarters here this morning. 
The league executive was a spectator 
at the game in which the meident oc- 
curred, but deferred action until today 
to await the formal report of the um- 
pires and to give Dobbs a hearing. 

“From my interview with him, I 
feel assured that no one in the South- 
ern league circuit génuinely regrets 
that affair more than does Mr. Dobbs 
himself,” Mr. Martin said. The league 
head also said he had learned that 
Dobbs had been in ill health and that, 
with the illness of his wife, caused a 
nervous strain which “‘was in my opin- 
ion the direct cause .of Dobbs’ loss of 
self-control Monday night.” 

Mr. Martin explained that baseball 
rules do not fix a minimum penalty 
to be imposed in such cases. In a bul- 
letin issued by Kennesaw M. Landis, 
baseball commissioner several years 
ago, he said, a mandatory minimum 
of 90 days was set but at a meeting 
of the National Association held sub- 
sequently in Montreal it was decided 
that the extent of the penalty should 
be discretionary, resting first with the 
league and then with the commissioner 
on review. 

OFF FOR HOME. 


Dobbs was a spectator at the New 
Orleans-Memphis game this afternoon 
and left for Atlanta tonight. 

“IT am perfectly satisfied with the 
ruling of President Martin,” he told 
newspapermen. “I regret the unfor- 
tunate incident very moch, which was 
‘simply a case of, losing my presence 
of mind. It was just one of those 
things that happen now and then dur- 
ing a heated baseball contest.” 

The veteran manager expressed ap- 
preciation of the interest taken by 
the newspapers and sports writers 
over the circuit in his behalf. 

A communication was received to- 
day by President Martin from Zipp 
Newman, of the Birmingham News, 
president of the Southern Baseball 
Writers’ Association, interceding for 
Dobbs as spokesman for members of 
the association. 


Mr. Martin also announced today 
that a protest of the Monday night 
game had been filed by the Atlanta 
club. The game ended 5 to 4 in favor 
of Birmingham after 11 innings. He 
‘said it probably would be several days 
before a decision could be reached. 


MARTIN’S STATEMENT.
